his P2ivie Council of England. hath thought fitt 
do require us by P2oclamation to publiſh and 

bi Declare, That all Paſſes foz Ships Entred 
out fo2 the Weſt Indies, 02the parts of Africa be- 
pond Cape Verde, which were granted betoze the 
date hereof ſhalldetermine upon the return of the 
aid Shipps, and their being unladen in ſome 
DJ Poꝛt of Ireland, and that all paſſes by bertue of 


0 any other Treaties than thoſe with Algiers, Tunis, 
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and Tripoli, fo2 ſhipps entred out fo? the Mediter⸗ 

ranean ſeas oz Tradeing there granted befo2e 
the 25th, dap of March 1676. ſhall determine at Michaclmas 1677. And that al! 
[uch Paſſes foꝛ ſuch ſhipps granted after the ſaid 25th. dap of March 1676. 
and bekoꝛe the date of this Pzoclamation ſhall determine the 25h. day of 
March 1678, and that it any of the ſaid ſhipps ſhall be in any Poꝛt of the 
Kingdom of Ireland, 02 in any other member oꝛ Creek thereot᷑ at the time 
ofthe publication ot this Pzoclamation, their paſſes ſhall be then void, 
and if any of the {aid ſhipps ſhall happen to tome into any Poꝛt of Ireland, 
aro £06 POBLIGHINg Of c;15P2octamation, and before the Erpireing ofthe 
ah Veriodg ant unlade, their paſſes ſhall thereupon determine, and alſo 
tat all paſſeg granted toſhipps entered to another parts of the wozld, 
Dor wiſe luch paſſes ſhall determine on the laſt day ol April one thou- 
ſa na ſit hundred ſeventyſeven, |
